SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador 
(AP) - Five left-wing guerrillas 
who seized ^3 hostages in a thwarted 
robbery and held them for nine 
hours new lo Mexico Saturday after 
receiving safe-conduct passes out of 
the country. 

The rtbels tried to rob the El 
Tiempo grocery store in a southern 
district of San Salvador Friday 
nlghl, but were (oUed when two 
police cars arrived. 

After 8 brief gunbattte. <be guer* 
rtllas ned back Into the buUdlng and • 
forced 20 store employees and 52 
Bh<vpcrs to lie face down on the floor 
of a baclc nx>m while negotiations 
began with the police. 

The guerrillas later seized one of 
two Red Cross volunteers sent In lo 
help in the negotiations. 

'After an agreement was rcacl>ed, 
the 'five rebels — four men and a 
woman — emerged with their heads 
wrapped In towels to prevent Iden- 
tification. They boarded a lied Cross 
van for the half-mile trip to the 
Mexican Embassy and then left for 
for Mexico on a TACA airlines flight. 

There were no reports of Injuries 
otiier than' minor bums from a 
canister of (ear gas. 

The guerrillas arrived at Mexico 
City's airport at 3:02 ^i.m. KDT.

IIAILEY — The water conlcnl of 
snow packs on the north side of the 
Magic Valley remain near normal 
as of May }. according to Soil 
Conservation Service reading. ■ 

As a result, very little (looditig Is 
expected In the Big Wood, Llltic 
Wood and Big- Ixst river 
drainages, says Gale Roberts of 
the Blaine district office. 

However.'Tloberts says that a 
cold spring has caused low- 
eJcvatlon snow to remain above 
average tor this time of year and 
there Is a threat o( some' local 
flooding i( It should^cllraeldjj 
-duringa sudtlwwann spcl 

"Thai's the type of thing that can 
do the damage," Roberts says. 

However, the National Weather 
Service Is. not expecting ,-ny 
extreme warm weather conditions 
that would cause the river to flood! 
. Scott Klser, a hydrologlst with 
the Boise office of the'-National 



Weiither Service, says that al- 
though nbove normal tempera- 
tures arc expected for the rest of 
May, he docs not expect any major 
flooding on the Big Wood Iliver. 

The weatlicr scn lcc does expect 
the river to peak al 6.5 feet, as 
measurLHl in llailcy, which Is at 
flood stage.' 

Klser says tt: '•l occur 
within a Iwo-wcck ;>.nod during 
eiUier tlie last week of May or the 
first week of June. Ilijitorlcally, the 
Big Wood floods between May IS 
and June IS, 

"So much depends on the 
weather patterns we come up 
with." Kiser says, 

In the higher elevations, the 
water content of the snow pack is 
near or below normal, as arc the 
overall snow packs. 

The Big Wood drainage is at 105 
percent of normal, while theUttlc 
Wood drainage is at 67 percent of 
normal. The Big l/>sl drainage is 
llTpcrcentofnormal,

Ski season satisfies resorls

SUN VALLEY - ^Mthough there 
was a slight drop In the number of 
skiers at Sun Valley this winter. Sun 
Valley Co. and other resort businesses 
say they had a good season. 

"I think the season was very good." 
says Keith Olander. president of the 
Sun Valley-Ketchum Chamber of 
Commerce. "It was a little soft in the 
middle of the season because of a lack 
of snow." 

Most Kctchum and Sun Valley busl' 
nesscs polled by the Times-News gave 
nearly the same winter report: It was 
Bood. but not maybe as good as 
expected because of erratic and 
Bometimes severe winter weather. - 

Sun Valley Co. closed Its lifts on 
Sunday after 165 days of operation, 
the longest In its htstory.Jt had 431.926 
skiers on it£ two ski mountains; the 
fourth highest total in Its history, 
reports Tim SUva. mounlain manager 
Inchargeof IlfLs, 

rAIihougJi the skiing -\-isits were- 
down, says Chuck Webb, the com- 
pany's assistant general manager, 
the company is not disappointed In the 
winter soason. - - 

"We think we came through it very 
well." Webb says of the company that 
has liad lis l)est winter seasons In the 
last four years. 

This year's final lolal is a 22 



percent dn^ from 1982-83, the com- 
pany's third best year, and ' a 9,3 
percent drop from 1981-82. the com- 
pany's best year for Ihe number of 
skiers when it had 476,322 skiers. 

The company's second best year, 
was 198M1 when 461 .ffiH skiers were 
recorded. 

Webb gives a number of reasons for 
the sli^t drop In the number o( skfcrs 
coming to Sun Valley, all having to do 
with the weather. 

■ The company opened on Thanksgiv- 
ing Day and enjoyed a good early 
season in Decemlwr. However, the 
weather caught up with tbcm and the 
Christmas season was slouod by cold 
weather and large snow storms that 
made traveling difficult, Webb says. 

Closed roads on New Ycarsfa cold " 
snap in early January and 50 days 
without snow combined to give Sun 
Valley a black eye among skiers and a 
place not to go, causing (he number of 
visitors to drop through February. ' 
which- is- normally the seasons 
strongest month, says Webb.

Czechoslovakia, Laos join Olympic boycott

Czechoslovakia and Laos dropped oul o{ the 
L<os Angctes Otymplcs on Saturday, bringing 
the Soviet-lcd boycott to seven countries, as 
the International Olympic Conunttlee Invited 
delegates from the United States and Moscow 
to an emergency meeting.

TWIN FALLS - Nona Vcrano 
never had a birthday party as a child 
because she was bom on Memorial 
Day and her mother was always loo' 
busy with parades and petals. 

When she was growing up In Tvin 
Falls, Verano said her mother. Mrs. 
Joseph Yochem, was active in the 
Ladles of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, a Civil War veterans group 
and May 30 was a big community 
day. '.. 

"We always had to wear white 
stockings and dress (or the parade." 
she said.- "There were-doals-aod- 
we'd put petals In the water and let 
them float away." - - - -- - - 

Her mother brought this latter 
symbolism from Iowa, where th? old 
-traditton-wafrjsaoeialed wit h mtmv 
rics of thMc who had died, and tied 11 
In wllh local Memorial Day ob- 
servances. 

Verano, who worlted In several 
large cities throughout the country In 
her career as a recreation director, 
said she always "knew she even- 
tually would have to come home." 
She said the feeling was especially 
strong after spending a summer as a 
camp counselor In the Catsklll 
Mountains In New York because o[ 
the lure of the mountains. 

— Although.she..sald_Rhc has jnnny 
happy memories of growing up here, 
hardship marked the early years in 
Twin Falls: The Yochem family ar- 
rived here in May of 1907 as part of 
an Immigrant train from the 
Midwest, u-hlch included five fami- 
lies, their farm machlnciy and 
animals, 

Her family came from Holden, 
Mo., but she was bom In Bcaverton. 
Neb., May30, 1901. 

The Yochem family of seven 
children pitched a tent on Main 
Street East, a block from the present 
Bickcl School, as temporary 
quarters until their houso'could be 
built on a five-acre on Maurice Street 
thatthdr father naBpnrtliascd: 

The settlers helped each, othor 
construct homes in a barter system 

— no money ever was exchanged, 
only labor of men and their teams, 



Verano's father completed his 
extensive" plans for a two-slory 
house, farm buildings, mil layout of 
vegetable garden and fniit trees 
before disaster struck. . 

A typhoid -fever epidemic hit Uie 
new Twin Falls tract in 1909, she 
said, and some families moved to the 
North Side to escape tlte danger of 
polluted water. 

Her father contracted the fever 
and died on Thanksgiving Day that 
yenfT-Th* tragcdy-was compounded 
when, settlement of. his. estate_w.ns 
delayed for questionable reasons by 
the probate Judge for some four 

years, leaving t he widow without an y 

sUpporTfoFTiorlarge family. 

The oldest son, Verano's half 
brollier, had to quit college and take 
work In a grocery store while the | 
eldest daugihtcr did housework for < 
well-to-do families to help their I 
mother provide food. I 

Finally one day as her brother 
tieJivcrcd groceries Co a local i 
lawyer's home, he told the iawyer of 
the four-year court delay and the 
next week the widow's estate was I 
probated. Her family always sus- I 
pectod the judge earned wages for I

, Verano said, < 

Hut the situation was not a total 
loss. 

"We all teamed how to pitch In and 
help," she said. "We icamed the 
right way to cut asparagus, wash and 
weigh It and then peddle it." They 
also sold. raspberries and delivered 
milk to add to their Income, she said. 

But It was not all work. Vcrano and 
her siblings played in the Perrine 
coulee and in tlic early years helped 
hauled water from it in the winter, 
tying a wash boiler on a sled and 
"trying not to slop it all out" in 
transport.
